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Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  1961. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  population  at  mid-year  showed 
a fall  of  60.  There  were  five  fewer  live  births.  There  was  one  illegitimate 
birth  compared  to  none  in  I960, 

Once  again  there  were  no  still-births.  There  was  one  infant 
death  under  1 week  of  age.  There  was  no  ’.maternal  death. 

There  were  45  deaths,  compared  to  25  in  I960.  Cancer  deaths 
totalled  6,  compared  to  5 in  the  previous  year.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
tuberculosis.  Three  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1961, 
compared  to  one  case  in  I960.  No  cases  of  non-pul monary  tuberculosis  were 
notified. 


The  only  infectious  disease  other  than  tuberculosis  which  was 
notified  was  measles,  of  which  31  cases  were  notified  compared  to  47  in 
I960. 


No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Clerk  Mr.  Evans-Jones,  Mr.  Dodds  and 
all  officers  of  the  council  for  their  helpful  assistance  during  the  year. 
I should  also  like  to  thank  the  local  general  proctitioners  for  their 
fruendly  and  efficient  co-operation  during  my  term  of  office. 

I am  grateful  tothe  Council  for  their  support  and  friendly 
attitude  during  my  tine  in  Merionethshire.
